tee for Economic Development 
has estimated that reconversion 
will be completed about Septem-

330,683 Jobs in Wartime. 

In September 1940, the plants 
surveyed here employed 188,569; 
in September 1943, their employ- 
ment reached a wartime peak of 
330,683. If postwar estimates are 
realized, there will be 80,668 
more manufacturing jobs here 
than before the war. 

The check just completed brings 
up to date a survey made in the 
summer of 1944, and confirms the 
optimistic outlook held by manu- 
facturers at that time, when it 
was estimated that postwar indus- 
trial employment would approxi- 
mate 260,000.

FIRST VETERANS 
OF STH DIVISION 
REAGH ST. LOUIS 


Many..From Area Among 
675 Arrivals — City 
‘Looks Like Heaven’ 
Despite Downpour. 


Veterans of the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision, wearing the white cross on 
a blue field, their division should- 
er patch, and ribbons for bravery 
and wounds in action, arrived in 
St. Louis today. They landed on 
American soil Monday from the 
Queen Mary, after fighting five 
major battles in the 17 months 
they spent abroad. 

There were 675 members of the 
division aboard the train that 
pulled into St, Louls in a pouring 
rain in the morning. At the sta- 
tion they were transferred to 
trucks and taken to Jefferson 
Barracks for processing. The 
veterans, three-fourths of whom 
are from Missouri, will be given 
30-day furloughs, then the division 
will reform for further orders, 

The Thirty-fifth Division orig- 
inally was made up of National 
Guard regiments from Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska. Although 
most units have been replaced, 
and the division suffered nearly 
15,000 casualties in fighting 1500 
combat miles through Europe, it 
remains largely a Midwestern di- 
vision. It includes a large number 
of Missouri, Kansas and Nebfas- 
ka men, and many from St. Louis.

Corregidor Hero Greeted 
by 17-Gun Salute — 
Crowds Line Route 
and Snowstorm of Pa- 
per Obscures Auto. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Cheering millions gave Gen. Jon- 
athan M, Wainwright today one 


of the greatest welcomes in New 
York City’s history—a thundering 
ovation that overwhelmed him to 
the point of disbelief. 

The 62-year-old hero of Bataan 
and Corregidor was acclaimed on 
a ,triumpha! 32-mile motor trip 
through  flag-bedecked streets 
from La Guardia Field, where he 
was greeted with a 17-gun salute 
on his arrival from Washington. 

The largest storm of paper the 
financial district ever has seen 
cascaded down on the happy and 
smiling—though surprised — four- 
star general as he rode up lower 
Broadway to city hall to receive 
honorary citizenship of New York. 

Thousands upon thousands 
greeted him at the airport and 
along the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
drive on the East river, but it was 
a wild, heart-warming demonstra- 
tion in the mile-long hero’s can- 
yon of lower Broadway that pro- 
vided the climax. 

Storm of Ticker Tape. 

Gay stream®rs, ticker tape and 
torn newspapers and telephone 
books showered down in such vol- 
ume that at time the general’s 
automobile—at the head of a 20- 
car motorcade—could barely be 
seen by the vast crowds. 

Gen. Wainwright, with Mayor 
LaGuardia riding beside him in an 
open touring car, continually 
waved and smiled to the packed 
sidewalks and to thousands lean- 
ing from windows of towering 
buildings. 

Throughogt the ride up lower 
Broadway, which only a_ few 
months ago rang to cheers for 
Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower, the 
tall hero’s face mirrored surprise 
and disbelief, as if he were unable 
to believe the ovation paid him. 

Yet, standing later at City Hall, 
his hands resting on a white lec- 
tern, his thoughts were on the 
men who withstood the siege of 
Corregidor and on the 39 long 
months he endured in Japanese 
prison camps. 

Tribute to His Men. 

He said of his soldiers: 

“Their sacrifices will have been 
in vain if we ever again allow this 
nation to grow indifferent to dan- 
ger.” 

Then he added: “Thank you for 
your superb welcome. The events 
of this day have moved me deeply. 
You have the profound thanks of 
us all.”

LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP)—Field 

Marshal Ernst Busch, commander 
of the Nazis’ last stand in north- 
west Germany, died July 17 in a 
British prison camp hospital in 
Nottinghamshire and was buried 
in Aldershot cemetery with full 
military honors, the War Office 
said today. 
_ The funeral was delayed three 
days while eight high-ranking Ger- 
man prisoners, including Field 
Marshal Karl von Rundstedt, five 
other generals and two air mar- 
shals, were brought from other 
camps to attend the services. 

Busch’s death was kept a strict 
secret. British troops patrolled 
the cemetery grounds and the only 
Britons who attended the services 
were two undertakers, a hearse 
driver and three guards who stood 
beside the priest, Father E. Plow- 
man, 

The German generals, dressed 
in full regimentals, stood asatiffly 
at attention while Von Rundstedt 
pulled a jeweled sword from its 
sheath and marked the sign of 
the cross in the air above the 
coffin. 

The 60-year-old Busch, who 
commanded all Nazi troops in 
northwestern Germany at the end 
of the war in Europe, was brought 
to England in the summer about 
two months after he had surren- 
dered his forces to Field Marshal 
Sir Bernard Montgomery. 

There were two reports in the 
summer that Busch had commit- 
ted suicide, one from Ireland and 
another from Sweden, saying 
Busch had killed himself after 
being questioned in connection 
with the unsuccessful bombing at-

TOKYO, Sept 13 (AP)—It now 
would be safe to live in the cen- 
ter of atom-bombed Hiroshima.

Reporting on destructiveness of 
the atomic bomb, which was set 
to explode above ground, Farrell 
said that for a radius of one and 
a quarter miles from the point of 
detonation the area, including 
Japanese military headquarters, 
was completely demolished. To a 
radius of two miles, everything 
was blasted, with some structures 
set afire. Between two and three 
miles, damage generally was 
slight. . There was roof damage 
up to five miles and glass was 
broken up to 12 miles. 

About 20 well built structures 
of masonry and _ steel remain 
standing in the central portion of 
the city, but all windows are out 
and the interiors are gutted.

Greeks’ Stand on Italy. 


Diplomats say the Greeks are 
willing to join the United States 
and Great Britain in a lenient at- 
titude toward Italy, but there are 
indications they will insist on 
reparations. It is believed that 
Damaskinos has the assurance of 
the United States and Britain that 
Greece will get the Dodecanese 
islands, inhabited largely by 
Greeks.

TOKYO, Sept. 13 (AP)—Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye, Japanese vice 
premier, declared today that he 


had tried in the summer of 1941 
to meet President Roosevelt and 
avert the war, but his proposal 
failed partly through militarist op- 
position and partly because the 
Japanese government was regard- 
ed internationally as a liar. 


Konoye callei on Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur today, the Allied com- 
mander’s headquarters announced 
without amplification. 


“The Japanese government long 
have had a reputation abroad as 
ars,” Konoye explained in an in- 
terview, “because they were un- 
able to control Japanese militar- 
ists in the field, or often didn’t 
know what the militarists were 
doing. 


“It was that way when I was 
trying to see Roosevelt. The gov- 
ernment was considered a liar, be- 
cause no matter what we prom- 
ised regarding China, final deci- 
sion on the removal of our troops 
from China depended upon the 
military. That was one reason why 
the meeting was never held.” 


Clashed With Tojo. 
Konoye, premier in that fateful 
summer and fall, said that an ar- 


ter Hideki Tojo over continuing 
peace negotiations led to his own 
resignation and Tojo’s climb to 
the premiership. 

“I feel confident that if I had 
been able to see Mr. Roosevelt I 
could have established a basis for 
intervention of the imperial house 
in the rising war tide within Ja- 
pan at that time,” Konoye said. 
The prince, who was succeeded 
by Tojo as premier in October, 
1941, said that the Pearl Harbor 
attack the following December 
was engineered in strictest se- 
crecy by a small grouv under Tojo 
and that many of the military 
clique, all the civilians and him- 
self were totally unaware of the 
attack beforehand. 

Col. Josef Meisinger, chief of 
the German Gestano in Japan, 
previouslv had told me Konoye 
was leader of the pro-American 
faction in the prewar struggle 
with militarists, and had been 
Toio’s strongest opponent. 

When I asked Konove if this 
were true, he replied affirmatively. 
The Army, he said, named Tojo 
as war minister in a slight reshuf- 
fling of Konoye’s cabinet in De- 
cember, 1940, and there was noth- 
ing he could do to oppose the ap- 
pointment, made by General, now 
Field Marshal, Shunroku Hata, 
former war minister. From then 
on, said Konoye, Tojo’s power in- 
creased. 

Tojo’s Attitude. , 
However, Tojo and his backers 
still favored continued negotia- 
tions with the United States, and 
Tojo as late as August, 1941, had 
approved Konoye’s plan to see 
President Roosevelt, the prince 
explained. 

“Up until then the Army was 
undecided whether to accede to 
the basic American requirement 
that it withdraw completely from 
China,” Konoye asserted, “but by 
October Tojo’s attitude changed, 
and when my cabinet fell on Oct. 
16, 1941, I knew that war was in- 
evitable but I did not know just 
how or when it would come.” 
In the one-hour interview, !n 
which I talked alone to Konoye, 
he said his resignation actually 
came about in a controversy with 
Tojo over whether negotiations 
should continue. 
Konoye, who has been premier 
three times, said that he had Per- 
sonally fought the militarists since 
1937, when he first became pre- 
mier, and that throughout the Pa- 
cific war he made “every effort’ 
he could for its termination. 
Threats to Konoye. 
Jingoists constantly threatened 
him and the police trailed him be- 
cause of his political activities, he 
added, 


The conversations with the 
United States were inaugurated 
by Konoye in April, 1941, he said, 
“with full confidence that war 
could be averted.” 

Shortly thereafter he officially 
suggested to the United States 
that he» and President Roosevelt 
Meet personally. Washington 
agreed and Honolulu was tenta- 
tively mentioned as the _ scene, 
with Juneau, Alaska, subsequently 
mentioned as a possibility. 

Meanwhile, Konoye said, the ne- 
gotations became entangled with 
the unsolved problems of Japan's 
activities in China. 

“Finally,” he said, “Washington 
made clear that such a meeting 
would be useless unless three 
problems were settled: 

“First, Japan’s adherence to the 
tripartite (Axis) pact; second, re- 
moval of Japanese forces from 
China, and third, financial and 
economic problems in China, 

“In the controversy with the 
militarists, I had one remaining 
weapon—an appeal through the 
throne, If I had been able to con- 
verse with Mr. Roosevelt I am 
confident I could have brought 
back enough assurance of pros- 
pects of peace—even if the basic 
problems were then unsolved—to 
convince the throne to intervene.” 


Position of Emperor. 

Konoye said that when the Japa- 
nese surrender decision finally 
was made the emperor made it 
“on his own responsibility.” He 
contended, however, that interven- 
tion by the emperor in 1941 “would 
have been much. more difficult,” 
because there was a rising clamor 
for war, especially by younger 
army and navy men who would 
have been hard to control, 

“There was no such clamor 
when the surrender was negoti- 
ated,” Konoye observed. 

Tojo’s attitude towards negotia- 
tion in 1941 hardened and the 
army decided not to get out of 
China mainly because of this 
clamor of the young militarists, 
“who were convinced then that 
they could defeat the United 
States.” 

Konoye said that he personally 
received the ultimate surrender 
news “with mixed emotions—in 
one sense, I was glad, for I long 
had battled the militarists and 
this means their end.” 

How China War Started. 

Discussing the 1937 outbreak of 
the China war, when he was pre- 
mier for the first time, Konoye 
said, “As had happened several 
times before, the militarists in 
the field started the Peking inci- 
dent without knowledge of my 
government, and the government 
had to chase after them. 

“Ever since the China conflict 
began I regretted it. I made ev- 
ery possible effort to end it by 
first attempting to keep it a lo- 
calized incident. in north China 
and then by attempting mediation 
through Germany. 

“Finally I turned toward i!m- 
proved relations with the United 
States. In the final analysis, the 
basic cause of the Pacific war 
was the refusal of the Japanese 
militarists to remove troops from 
China, but I don’t think the China 
incident led inevitably to the Pa- 
cific conflict.” 

Konoye, who originated the Im- 
perial Rule Assistance Association 
in 1940 and eliminated political 
parties, contended that “there was 
no intention to pattern the asso- 
ciation after Naziism or fascism. 
I had realized in 1937 that the 
militarists were acquiring far 
more power ‘than the civil gov- 
ernment and the only way to con- 
trol them was through the united 
support of the people. 

“Our political parties also had 
removed themselves from the peo- 
ple and were serving their own 
ends. The association was intend- 
ed to provide a closer link be- 
tween the civil government and 
the people in order to control the 
militarists. 

“But it didn’t work. In the end 
the militarists took hold of the 
idea and used it for their own 
purposes.”

French Ruhr, Rhineland Plan. 


France was reported to have 
offered detailed plans for inter- 
mationalizing the German Ruhr 
and Rhineland. 

A French official said France 
had no desire to annex any part 
of the Rhineland, but wanted it 
and the Ruhr severed promptly 
from Germany in time to prevent 
effectively any resurgefice of 
German natiofalism there. 

The French are reported to be 
proposing control of Ruhr indus- 
tries, particularly coal production, 
by the major powers, and a com- 
mission of representatives of 
France, Belgium, Holland, Luxem- 
bourg and possibly Britain to ad- 
minister the Rhineland. 

A tentative document incor- 
porating French proposals for al- 
tering Italy's borders and con- 
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trolling its colonies was consid- 
ered in last night’s meeting of 
Byrnes, British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin, Russian Foreign 
Commissar V. M. Molotov, Chinese 
Foreign Minister Wang Shih-chieh 
and French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault. 

Problem of Romania. 


Meanwhile, the Moscow radio 
said one of the conference's tasks 
“is to draw up a peace treaty with 
Romania.” This was taken to in- 
dicate the Russians would insist 
on acceptance of the present gov- 
ernment in Romania, which neith- 
er London nor Washington recog- 
nizes.

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8 YANKS DEFEATED

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| Reported Sought From 
U.S. on a Share-War 


Basis. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of State Acheson 
said today that the British were 
in a serious financial situation 
but. that any help given them will 
have to be approved by Congress. 

Largely for this reason, Acheson 
told a news conference, the pres- 
ent British-American talks will 
not at first produce what he 
termed definite settlements on any 
of the various financial and com- 
mercial problems. Instead, they 
will lead to further actions by the 
two governments. 

The British are reported prepar- 
ing a share-the-war cost plan. for 
submission to the United States 
as a basis for urging an American 
grant of between three bililon and 
six billion dollars. 

The American attitude {s that 
no sort of grant is possible and 
that the British will have to bé 
content with some kind of long- 
term, low-cost loan. 

Beyond the question of financial 
assistance are related problems of 
trade between Britain and the 
United States, and of the settle- 
ment of lend-lease and surplus 
property. It was suggested by 
some officials that the current 
talks may lead to a United Na- 
tions commercial conference early 
next year. 

Fair Trade Practices Demanded. 

In the House Representative 
Celler (Dem.), New York, intro- 
duced a resolution urging that 
United States representatives now 
discussing financial aid to Britain 
insist on fair British trade prac- 
tices “as a condition precedent to 
the miage. | of any kind of help.” 

“Uniess England dissolves the 
sterling bloc poo] and abrogates 
her imperial preference tariff du- 
ties, we must withhold that finan- 
cial aid she seeks,” he said. 

As further conditions to grant- 
ing financial assistance, Celler’s 
resolution called for assurance 
there will be no devaluation of the 
pound sterling and a promise that 
Britain will seek cancellation in 
whole or in part of debts owed its 
dominions, protectorates and colo- 
nies. 

Two main contentions made by 
the British share-the-war cost plan 


re: 

1. That figures show Britain's 
relative cost of defeating the 
Axis powers was greater than 
the relative cost of the United 
States. 

2. That it is in the American 
interest to help finance Britain's 
reconversion without imposing 
unbearable obligations. 

One practical application of the 
plan, as suggested by some British 
sources, would be to make lend- 
lease retroactive to the start of 
the European war and return to 
Britain approximately $3,500,000,- 
000 spent foe war purposes in this 
country prior to the start of the 
mutual aid program. 

Lord Keynes, a member of the 
British economic mission which 
opened negotiations here Tuesday, 
told a press conference at the 
British embassy cova ne | that if 
assistance were not forthcoming 
the British would be compelled to 
tighten their belts, hold on to em- 
pire trade controls and otherwise 
take defensive measures which 
would restrict world trade and 
cause friction with the United 
States. 

To Discharge Obligations. 

Lord Halifax, the British Am- 
bassador and chairman of the 
mission, said “we have no inten- 
tion of coming to the United 
States as suppliants, asking them 
to accept any arrangements to 
help us which they do not honéstly 
feel to be in the best interests of 
the United States and the rest of 
the world.” 

He laid down’ this policy: “We 
have no intention of accepting ob- 
ligations which we do not see our 
way clear to discharge.” 

Keynes said the exact amount 
Britain wants was subject to ne- 
gotiation with the United States 
and would be shaped partly by 
other économic arrangements. 

It was learned last night that 
delivery of more than half of the 
27,000 temporary housing units 
ordered sent to Britain under 
lend-lease was being canceled. 
The total order was valued at

mans, or losses incurred by the 
slowing down of the natural eco- 
nomic development of the coun- 
try.

The Germans destroyed or part-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
~The Navy has renewed its pleas 
to Senators to keep part of its 
Pearl Harbor file secret. This 
was learned todayy following re- 
ports that R. Adm. Husband E. 
Kimmel] does not want a court- 
martial in the approaching con- 
gressional inquiry into the mili- 
tary disaster. 

Kimmel, naval commander at 
Pearl Harbor when the Japanese 
struck, was said to have given 
that reply to a court-martial offer 
from Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal, His letter was interpreted 
by some as leaving the way open 
to a later trial. Kimmel fre- 
quently has demanded one in the 
past. 

Japanese Code Broken. 

The matter of the secret por- 
tions of the report of the Navy 
inquiry board came up at a closed 
session of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee. Comdr. W. H. English was 
said to have told members the 
service feared other nations would 
learn how it broke the Japanese 
code if the complete record were 
made public. 

The part involved is said to 
contain messages bearing directly 
on the Pearl Harbor attack. Some 
committee members said privately 
they thought these ought to be 
made public. 

Without commenting directly on 
these reports, Chairman Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, said the 
committee would decide soon 
whether part of the information 
should be withheld in order to 
protect sources the Navy may want 
to use in the future. This course 
was urged by Forrestal in sub- 
mitting the full report. 

Walsh, however, indicated the 
committee was likely to decide the 
matter on this basis: Is the in- 
formation important enough to 
the congressional investigation to 
wave aside the Navy’s fears?

Public Tracts, Including Min- 
eral Deposits, Reserved 
for Federal Use. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Sale or other disposal of all public 
lands containing deposits of radio- 
active mineral substances was 
barred today by executive order of 
President Truman. 

The order, which White House 
sources said related to the develop- 
ment of the atomic energy pro- 
gram, follows: 

“Subject to valid existing rights, 
all public lands of the United 
States, including Alaska, which 
contain deposits of radioactive 
mineral substances, and all de- 
posits of such substances, are 
hereby withdrawn from sale and 
all other forms of disposal under 
the public-land laws, including the 
mining laws, and reserved for the 
use of the United States. 

“So far as not in conflict with 
existing law, all lands in the 
United States, its territories or 
possessions, heretofote acquired by 
the United States which contain 
deposits of radioactive mineral 
substances owned by the United 
States are hereby reserved from 
sale, and all leases, licenses, or 
other authorizations of whatever 
kind hereafter granted to occupy 
or use such lands, shall reserve to 
the United States the right, at any 
and all times, to enter upon such 
lands, and mine and remove such 
mineral substances; and all such 
lands hereafter acquired by the 
United States shall become sub- 
ject to the provisions of this para- 
graph upon their acquisition; pro- 
vided, that no reservation under 
this paragraph shall interfere with 
the use of the lands established or 
indicated by any act of Congress. ss

| day by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee approving Senator 
Leonard's bill under which an 
equal amount can be invested in 


Federal securities. 

In the last 40 years the debt 
has cost the state more than $10,- 
| 000,000 in interest, an amount in 
excess Of $250,000 having been ap- 
propriated by the Legislature for 
the annual interest charges and 
| payable to the state school fund 
and the state seminary fund, the 
latter being a debt to the state 
university. 

The looting of the school fund 
was a major state scandal! of those 
years long ago. The fund had 
grown from a small beginning 
when Missouri was admitted to 
the Union in 1820. It was speci- 
fied to be a “sacred” fund the pro- 
|ceeds of which were to go to the 
maintenance of the public schools. 

In the years following the Civil 
War successive administrations, 
unable to meet current adminis- 
itrative expenses from th¢ small 
|} tax revenues, found it easy to dip 
into the school fund and the sem- 
inary fund, and that practice was 
| followed until both were exhaust- 
fed. ILOUs in the form of state 
certificates of indebtedness re- 
placed the securities in which the 
i funds were invested, and the state 
paid the interest to the two funds, 
| instead of the funds receiving the 
interest from outside sources,

He had not been named on a list 
of 47 whose arrests have been 
ordered by Gen. MacArthur. 

More suicides were believed 
likely as the hunt progressed for 
the listed persons. 

_ Russell Brines, Associated Press 
correspondent, was told today by 
informed sources that two of the 
seven men named as suspected 
leaders of the Black Dragon So- 
ciety, Siego Nakano and Ryohei 
Uchida, were dead. The same 

| sources said that Ogata, the newly 
deposed president of the Board of 
‘Information, has no connection 
| with the organization. 

Brines was told that Uchida, 
who helped found the terroristic 
‘group in 1902, died of old age in 
1938. It previously had been re- 
ported that Nakano killed himself 
in 1943. 

There was no new information 
on another man high on the 
wanted list, Lt. Gen. Masaharu 
Homma, suspected of responsibil- 
ity for the Bataan death march, 
who fled to his ancestral home on 
an island off Japan’s west coast. 

The Tokyo newspaper Mainichi

SHIMADA CONSIDERS 


ARREST AS “NATURAL 


Ex-Navy Minister Says Em- 
peror’s Order Dissuaded 
Him From Suicide. 


By TED P. WAGNER 


A War Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


TOKYO, Sept. 13 (by radio)— 
Declaring that “it is quite natural] 
that I should be interned as a war 


criminal,” Adm. Shigetora Shi- 
mada, navy minister at the time 
of the Pear] Harbor attack, quiet- 
ly submitted to arrest by Ameri- 
can authorities yesterday. 

In a statement following his ar- 
rest, Shimada said: 

“Even after I was put on the 
reserve list I worked up to the 
end of the war for victory, as a 
man behind the scene, But since 
the imperial edict (for surrender) 
was granted I have lived a quiet 
life. At that time I thought of 
apologizing by cutting my abdo- 
men, but in strict adherence to 
the august order for faithful exe- 
cution of the Potsdam declaration 
I have been awaiting this day. 

“It is quite natural that I 
should be interned as a criminal. 
Accordingly I have nothing to say 
against it. The only thought I now 
have is how I can apologize to his 
majesty and to the people. 

“For the rebuilding of Ja- 
pan, its people must faithfully 
carry out the Potsdam declaration 
and make a new international 
Japan by means of culture, not 
by war.” 

May Try to Shift Blame. 

Shimada, third on the original 
list of 39 ordered arrested as wal 
criminals, was residing in a mod- 
est dwelling on a side street. At 
that time he declined to see this 
reporter without “an order from 
your army.” 

Shimada’s former and more pre- 
tentious residence was destroyed 
by B-29 fire bombs, which leveled 
the entire neighborhood. Only a 
gatepost of his home is left stand- 
ing. He thoughtfully left the ad- 
dress of his present home tacked 
to a post. ’ 

When our jeep drove into the 
narrow lane in front of Shimada’s 
residence, three civil police ap- 
peared as if by magic from neigh- 
boring yards. One conducted a 
quiet conversation with the ad- 
miral through the window regard- 
ing our request for an interview. 
Following his refusal, Shimada’s 
daughter came into the small 
courtyard and bowed politely as 
the visitors retired to the jeep,

This correspondent also called 
yesterday at the home of Lt. Gen. 
Masaharu Homma, who as com- 
-mander of the victorious Japanese 
forces in the Philippines accepted 
the surrender of Gen. Jonathan 
Wainwright in 1942, and who will 
be charged with responsibility for 
the Bataan death march. 

Homma’s two sons, squatting in 
an open door, told the interpreter 
_their father had left Sept. 9 for 
Sado, a small island in the Sea 
of Japan, “to bid farewell to his 
mother.”

It is explained that there has 
been a steady increase in the 
deer population for seyeral years 
and that the deer census 
now runs around 20,000, . : 
They are distributed over 21 
counties and the entire Missouri 
deer crop represents only a frac- 
tion of the number of deer killed 
annually in several states, 

Last year, with a_ two-day 
open season, the mighty hunt- 
ers “took” 534 deer, of which 
farmers, not required to have 
permits to hunt on their own 
land, killed 64, There 
were 7557 licensed hunters.

LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP)—Unit- 
ed States golfers will make their 
first postwar appearance in inter- 
national competition next week 
when six of the Army’s leading 
players in the European theater 
go to historic St. Andrews in Scot- 
land to participate in the $6300 
professional tournament § spon- 
sored by the London Daily Mail.

Use Old Good Neighbor Policy 
In Latin America, Observer Says 


U. S. Spent Millions 


on Development Pro- 


grams to Head Off Axis Which Countries 
Themselves Could Have Financed, Writer 
Asserts—Money Going Down Ratholes.

against retrenchments. 

Already a tendency is developing 
to confuse the good neighbor pol- 
icy of the 1930s with the war 
emergency program of the last 
four years. The two had different 
goals. 

The good neighbor policy was 
Jaunched in 1933 as an effort to 
remove the sting of Yankee im- 


perialism, dollar diplomacy and the 
big stick policy. Good neighbor- 
ism meant non-interference in 
strictly local affairs, a pledge to 
refrain from using the Marines to 
collect private debts and protect 
private investments, and a prom- 
ise to be co-operative instead of 
dictatorial. 

Then along in 1940 and 1941 
Washington began to suspect that 
we would be drawn into the war. 
It feared that some Latin Ameri- 
can countries admired the Hitler- 
Mussolini technique. Washington 
became frightened. Fast work 
was required to counteract Axis 
infiltration. 


Bought War Support. 

The United States frankly went 
out and bought war support with 
large expenditures of money, es- 
tablishment of propaganda agen- 
cies and a dizzy round of hauling 
anyone with any prestige up here 
on goodwill tours. 

Most people considered that the 
results justified the means, Since 
memories are sometimes. short, 
there is an inclination now to 
forget the basic difference be- 
tween the two programs. 

Because all wars are extrava- 
gant and wasteful, a lot of money 
has been poured down ratholes in. 
Latin America. Some countries 
have come to believe that Uncle 
Sam is a sucker. Some haven't 
missed a chance to get all they 
could. Relatives of influential pol- 
iticians are thick on the payroll of 
the Office of Inter-American Af- 
fairs which will go under State 
Department supervision Dec. 31. 
The United States has spent mil- 
lions on development programs 
and public improvements which 
individual countries might long 
ago have financed themselves. 

Through our expenditures, pow- 
erful families controlling whole 
countries have been relieved of 
tax burdens. The burden has been 
shifted back to United States wage 
earners and industry.

He played catch with live gre- 
mades with pillbox - entrenched 
Japanese, ending at least one such 
game by holding a grenade until 
it was about to explode then toss- 
ing it back in. He was wounded 
in the back and hand by the ex- 
plosion of one grenade.

In Argentina the wealthy cattle 
barons held beef from a meat- 
hungry world because they didn’t 
like the price they were getting. 
British officials spared no words 
in pointing out that the United 
Nations were giving thousands of 
lives and depleting natural re- 
sources to save Argentina, along 
with the rest of the world, from 
Nazi domination, but in return 
Argentina demanded more profits. 
Panamanians’ Attitude. 

In Panama the United States 
built highway networks, airfields, 
and improved sanitary conditions. 
Panamanians, however, have as- 
sumed the attitude that the entire 
program was purely for North 
American advantage. Of course, 
they will inherit the improve- 
ments, but they consider that they 
did us a favor to permit the in- 
stallations. 

The over-all program, in some 
instances, has complicated the 
problem of United States firms 
trying to engage in normal busi- 
ness relations. Many. countries 
have come to expect to gyp the 
United States on all transactions. 

On numerous occasions, I heard 
the proposal from business men 
that it was time for Washington 
to cut out the sugar-coating and 
propaganda. They want a return 
to friendly relations without 
whoopla and gifts. 

The. idea is not uncommon that 
the United States might well relax 
and allow Latin American coun- 
tries to do a little reverse propa- 
gandizing. They are as eager to 
sell their materials to us as we 
are to them—or more so. They 
have as much to gain from in- 
creased trade and friendly rela- 
tions as we have. Even little 
Ecuador had a favorable trade 
balance last year. Cash credits of 
the United States and Britain are 
tremendous in most countries. 

Citizens of the United States on 
the scene are frank in stating that, 
if our “good nelghbors” still re- 
main unconvinced of our basic 

motives the chances of selling the 
idea at this late date are hopeless 
anyway. These are United States 
citizens who have had sons and 
relatives in the war. They have 
seen our Latin American program 
at close hand. Most of them hope 
the Santa Claus era is over, They 
look to the rejuggled State Depart- 
ment to go back to the good

New Outlets for Russia 


Important on the agenda before the meeting 
of Foreign Ministers of the Big Five now under 
way iMLondon is the proposal of the United 
States Government for the establishment of an 
international commission to govern inland Euro- 
pean waterways, inclu the Bosporus and the 
Dardanelles. We may be very sure that Rus- 
sia will have plenty to say on the subject, be- 
cause the plan Mr. Truman brought forward 
at Potsdam may open the way for the U.S.S.R. 


to be certain of a warm-water port in Europe. 


Moscow's determination not to be denied un- 


- impeded passage between the Black Sea and the 


Mediterranean in times of war as well as peace 
has been whetted by its re-admittance last month 
to Dairen and Port Arthur on the Yellow Sea, If 
Russia gets warm-water ports in Asia, can simi- 
lar gains in Europe be far behind? 

Furthermore, it seems a very legitimate inter- 
est on the part of the U.S.S.R., the satisfaction 
of which can go far toward reducing postwar 
irritations in Europe. For the last three cen- 
turies, the rulers of Russia have sought outlets 
which could be employed irrespective of the 
season and without artificial barriers by neigh- 
bor states. 

While Russia has the longest coast line in the 
world, from Murmansk on the Arctic Ocean to 
Vladivostok on the Sea of Japan, some 16,000 
miles, none of the port cities thereon are free 
of ice in winter. Trade with Leningrad on the 
Gulf of Finland can be blockaded at the Katte- 
gat. 
ports can be cut off from the outside world by 
the closing of the Bosporus. No wonder the 
acquisition of warm-water ports has been a car- 
dinal Russian aim since the days of Peter the 
Great. 

The increasing shift of the economic center 
of gravity of the Soviet Union toward the east 
and the development of huge new concentrations 
of heavy industry, not only in the Urals and 
Tashkent, but also near Lake Baikal and in the 
Siberian Far East, accentuated her demand for 
warm-water ports in Asia. Romanoff hopes of 
great growth in that region led to the power 
politics of the turn of the century, when 
Nicholas II occupied Manchuria and “leased” 
the Kwantung peninsula. The Russians then 
built the Manchurian railway from the Trans- 
Siberian to the warm-water port of Dairen and 
made nearby Port Arthur one of the best-for- 
tified strongholds in the Far East. 

This power drive led to the Russo-Japanese 
War, after which Japan took over Russia’s leases 
and concessions and exploited them to the ut- 
most. It is clear that one compelling cause of 
the Soviet Union's entry into the war against 
Japan was to erase the Treaty of Portsmouth, 
which ended that war. 

It can be expected that Russia will make Port 
Arthur and Dairen even more important to the 
shipment of peace goods than Vladivostok and 
Nikolaevsk proved in the years of war. Dairen 
has 36 feet of water and a double-tracked line 
north. Port Arthur is also ice-free the year 
round. 

Throughout the war, Premier Stalin glowered 
at Turkey because the Bosporus had been closed 
against ships bearing goods to Russia. Two 
months ago, the Ankara Government rejected 
his proposal to establish a Soviet base in the 
Dardanelles. 


An international commission certainly is need- 


ed to handle the problems of the Rhine, the 
Danube and the Kiel Canal. If it should also 
offer a key to satisfying Russia’s legitimate as- 
pirations for a warm-water port in Europe, it 
would contribute to hopes for an enduring peace.

Backfire of Hitler’s Bigotry 

When the definitive biography of Adolf Hitler 
is written, the historian will doubtless note the 
crowning item of poetic justice in his violent 
career: the fact that Hitler’s savage persecution 
of the Jews gave the secret of the atomic bomb 
to the enemies of the Axis, instead of into Ger- 
man hands. 

Among those most prominently credited with 
solving the problem of splitting the atom are the 
names of several Jews driven from Germany by 
Hitler’s war against their people. Albert Ein- 
stein, who found refuge in America, supplied the 
basic formula. Lise Meitner, Jewish woman 
scientist Who had fled to Denmark, provided the 
key to the breaking down of uranium. Two 
other scientists active in the final stages of the 
work, Dr. Rudolf Peierls and Dr. Franz Eugen 
Simon, also wére driven from Germany by Nazi 
persecution. : 

A striking contrast is available in Germany’s 
experience in the last war. Inability to import 
nitrates threatened a shortage of explosives for 
the Kaiser’s armies. Fritz Haber, a Jewish 
chemist, saved the day by discovering a method 
of extracting nitrogen from the air. According 
to a Prussian Deputy, without this method “the 
war would have been lost in three months.”

Haber, too, was expelled by the Nazis when 
they came to power, and died in exile. 

Rarely in history has bigotry backfired so 
dramatically on its instigator as in the case of 
Hitler and the atomic pioneers. And seldom 
has there been a more emphatic demonstration 
of the lesson that any nation loses if it does not 
use all its resources of talent, whatever the 
religion or race of its possessors happens to be. 
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To Protect Humanity 

International law is made, not born. And 
more of it, fraught with vast meaning for the 
whole world, will be made af Nuernberg. 

Here will be forged, on the anvil of German 
guilt with the tools of evidence and precedent, 
an instrument of justice to be used against the 
equally guilty Japanese in the near future. But 
even more importantly, that instrument must be 
mightier than Excalibur if it is to restrain the 
potential aggressors of tomorrow. 

The heroic structure of law that guards human 
rights has not been built up merely that men 
shall merely’ punish those who offend against 
society, but that those who would offend against 
society shall stay their evil impulses in fear of 
punishment. Law that is offensive only, and no 
protection by the very fact of its existence, is 
law of reprisal and not the law of guardianship 
and right. 

It is for these reasons that the international 
military tripunal must try the German General 
Staff, as it will try the Gestapo and the SS. 
as an organization. While Gestapo crimes were 
monstrous, Gestapo guilt does not bridge a cen- 
tury of warfare and war planning. The General 
Staff, like the Imperial Staff of Japan, is the 
organization that has historically committed 
what Justice Jackson calls ‘“‘the crime of making 
unjustifiable war.” 

If Mr. Jackson and the tribunal are faithful 
to his original intent of following the interna- 
tional law taught by Grotius and adopted in the 
Kellogg-Briand pact of 1928 renouncing war as 
an instrument of national policy, then there is no 
choice save to bring to justice those organizations 
that have consistently plotted violation of the 
laws of humanity. 

Mr. Jackson, in his report to President Truman 
last June, said that through these trials “we 
should be able to establish that a process of 
retribution by law awaits those who in the future 
similarly attack civilization.” In other words, 
the trials can illegalize not only wartime atroci- 
ties, barbarities and other offenses against per- 
sons and properties, but aggression itself. If the 
planning and making of aggressive warfare is a 
crime according to precedent, then organizations 
responsible for it must be adjudged criminal 
at the bar. 

Such reasoning stands aloof from any mere 
considerations of vengeance. It is based on the 
elemental necessity of forging new legal and 
moral weapons to protect humanity. The pro- 
cedures at Nuernberg can be the dynamic world 
law of tomorrow. 
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Which Way Truman? 


Most of the commentators and prognosticators 
have been busy since about April 13 speculating 
on whether President Truman would move Gov- 
ernment policies to the left, shift to the right or 
hug the center, and the question is still un- 
settled. The President himself refused yesterday 
to give the answer, but said the trend would 
have to be judged by his acts as they came along. 

That’s a pretty sound method, to be“sure, so 
the process of balancing phrases in messages 
against the past histories of appointees will go 
industriously on. But there was one recent in- 
dication that hasn’t been fully analyzed: the 
President's looping left-handed fast ball the 
other day when he attended the ball game. What 
do the alarmists of the Right make of that? 
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A Brazen School Spoils Move 


Does the Board of Education have an anti- 
patronage rule? Many St. Louisans who have 
watched public school affairs would reply with 
an emphatic No, since spoils practices in the 
system have been flagrant for a long time. Such 
an answer apparently would be wrong, however, 
for the board’s Rules Revision Committee has 
just come up with a recommendation that the 
rule be repealed. 

Repeal would make little if any actual differ- 
ence, since wire-pulling by board members to 
land their favorites in jobs is the order of the 
day, despite adoption of the no-patronage rule 
by unanimous vote in 1942. Yet the move for 
repeal shows that some spoilsmen are a bit wor- 
ried over its continued existence. After all, 
the penalty of disqualification for membership is 
still there, and if the public ever gets stirred up 
about the issue, somebody may be kicked off the 
board. 

Well, it’s time for the public to get stirred up, 
now that the patronage gang has become so bold 
as to call for repeal of the rule that is sup- 
posed to give the schools at least a ‘partial 
merit system. The spoils system is an invitation 
to inefficiency, waste and intimidation of school 
employes. It will be disheartening indeed if a 
vigorous public protest isn’t made against this 


brazen attempt to put the board’s official sanc- - 


tiog on job barter. Dead letter or not, the rule 
ought to stay on the books untjl the long-needed 


job of sweeping reform in the board setup is ac- 


complished. 
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New Role for MacArthur 


These must be trying times for the Japanese 
faithful. The idea of the Mikado as a divinity 
and supreme ruler has been so efficiently drilled 
into them that it is undoubtedly a shock to find 
him now taking orders from a foreign General. 
A solution for this dilemma should be found, 
and this may be it: 

Why don’t the Jap priests and propagandists 
simply add Gen. MacArthur to their hierarchy of 
divinities and saints? Then the Mikado could be 
presented as co-operating with a supernatural 
kinsmah, for the cause of peace and the glory of 
Nippon. The process isn’t so impracticable as it 
may sound, since Jap Emperors got their rating 
as deities by the same method some 75 years ago. 

In any event, MacArthur should be a huge 
success in this role. Seated on a sacred throne, 
surrounded by incense, bowing multitudes and 
Shinto chanters, he would make Hirohito look 
like a forty-second eountry eousin of the Sun 
Goddess.

Who Owns the Tidewater Oil Lands? 


Secretary Ickes’s attempt to obtain Federal title for them has 
aroused Texans and Californians because of the valuable petroleum 
reserves involved; Texas claims it has more to lose than any other 
state, and the case may be a hot potato for Tom Clark, writer says.

DALLAS, Tex. 
Texans of almost every political hue are 
aroused over the attempt of Harold L. 
Ickes and others in Washington to obtain 
Federal title to this country’s submerged 
coastal lands, which hitherto have been un- 
der state jurisdiction. 


For Texas and California, at least, this 
is more than an academic issue, since the 
tidewater lands of these states contain val- 
uable petroleum reservoirs that are being 
tapped. Drilling in the coastal waters of 
these states has been by state permit thus 
far; but if Mr. Ickes should get his way, 
the Department of the Interior would take 
over, 


Until 1937, Mr. Ickes, along with other 
Federal officials, consistently ruled that 
the submerged coastal lands belonged to 
the states. But soon after that, he seems 
to have changed his mind. A year later, a 
resolution to declare the tidewater oil fields 
Federal property was passed by the Senate 
and was favorably reported by the House 
Judiciary Committee; but it failed to come 
to a vote in the House. 


Court Test Is Sought 


Early this year, Mr. Ickes reopened the 
controversy by threatening to grant Fed- 
eral leases for drilling on the lands in 
question and by inducing the Attorney Gen- 
eral to file a test suit against the Pacific 
and Western Oil Corporation for Federal 
possession of 144 acres of submerged oil 
land off the California coast, which it had 
leased from that State. 


In June, Mr. Ickes agreed that this Cali- 


fornia suit be dismissed and that action 
be taken in the Supreme Court to settle the 
question of oil titles. He expressed willing- 
ness to support a bill to quit-claim to the 
states all submerged areas below the low- 
water mark, both inland and offshore, ex- 
cept those containing oil deposits. But, 
meanwhile, the states had joined forces to 
oppose his oil grab and had gained support 
in Congress. 


Forty-six states—all except Arizona and 
Washington—united in a brief filed with 
the House and Senate judiciary committees 
seeking the legislation to clear the states’ 
title to their submerged lands. The in- 
terior states joined in this on the ground 
that the controversy embraces inland lakes 
and stream beds as well as coastal lands. 


West Virginia, for instance, receives royal- 
ties from companies that mine coal*from 
beneath the Ohio River; and many states 
obtain income from sand and gravel taken 
from river beds and from permits to ex- 
plore for oil and gas under various waters. 
Chicago’s lake front and more than half 
of downtown Boston are reclaimed land. 


Opposition in Congress 


Since the Attorney General's suit was 
filed, 14 measures have been introduced in 
Congress to counteract the move. The Sum- 
ners bill, which covers the purpose of all 
of them, would surrender all Federal claim 
to submerged lands and recognize the title 
of the states to such lands, Representative 
Hatton W. Sumners of Texas, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, predicted 
that this bill would pass by Christmas. 


Those who advocate the assumption of 
Federal control over the tidewater oilfields 
emphasize the need to conserve petroleum 
for Army and Navy use. Some of them 
picture the opposition as a plot of the big

oil companies, which prefer to deal with the 
states rather than with some Federal 
agency, 

Texans believe their State has a stronger 
position than any other against Federal 
encroachment in public lands, yet it has 
more to lose if the dfive should win, 


When Texas, which had been a Republic 
for nine years, joined the Union a century 
ago, she offered to cede title to her vast 
public domain, ag other incoming states 
had done, if the United States would as- 
sume the $10,000,000 indebtedness of the 
Lone Star Republic. When this trade was 
refused, Texas was annexed with the stipu- 
lation that she retain her public lands. 


Rich Revenue for Texas 


The Texag Republic had claimed title to 
the ocean bed and all minerals therein for 
three marine leagues, or 10.56 miles, from 
the low-water mark along the coast. This 
claim was confirmed by the United States 
at the time of annexation and never has 


_ been questioned by anyone prior to Mr. 


Ickes. Texas has 4,250,000 acres of land 
under tidewaters or navigable streams, and 
the mineral reserves in this land are esti- 
mated to be worth $150,000,000, 


Since leasing began in 1913, Texas has 
issued more than 1800 mineral leases for 
submerged lands and an additional 148 cov- 
ering the beds of navigable streams, The 
first group brought the State and its per- 
manent free-school fund $4,557,000 in bo- 
nuses, and the latter group $200,500, Royal- 
ties from the 485 producing wells in this 
underwater land bring the State $162,422 a 
month, The accumulated royalties amount 
to about $11,200,000. Much of the submerged 
land remains undeveloped. 


Texas had 170,926,000 acres of dry land 
in the public domain when the State was 
annexed, Since then, most of this has been 
disposed of in grants to homesteaders, war 
veterans, schools, railroads and various in- 
sttiutions or set aside for educational or 
other purposes. The remaining 30,000,000 
acres include valuable oil properties used 
to provide income for the State’s -educa- 
tional institutions. 


Clark in Awkward Spot 


The title to all these lands, both those 
retained and those disposed of, could be 
clouded by the success of a Federal claim 
to the submerged lands, which Texas holds 
on the same historical basis. 


Incidentally, the tidewater lands case 
may prove a political hot potato for the new 
Attorney General, Tom C. Clark, who in- 
herited it from his predecessor, Francis 
Biddle. If Mr, Clark, a former Dallas law- 
yer, prosecutes this case vigorously, he will 
lose caste rapidly in his home State. 


In any event, Texas officials are as de 
termined as those of California to resist. 


In recent years, Texas has allowed much 
of her land to go under Federal ownership, 
including the land for four national forests 
and that donated by the State for the Big 
Bend National Park. But the attempt to 
bring the tidewater lands under Federal 
control is another matter, 2nd one in which 
there is no willingness to compromise.

An Effort to Discredit TVA 
In One-Sided Propaganda Book 


“Unele Sam's Billion-Dollar Baby,’ by Frederick L. 
Collins. (G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York.) 


In this sprightly little book, done largely 
in simple dialogue, the author presents 
arguments for and against the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. The conclusions are 
heavily against TVA almost from the first 
page. 

The method of discrediting TVA while 
praising its management makes the book 
one which electric utility corporations may 
be expected to distribute widely in their 
propaganda campaign against the MVA 
and other proposed valley authorities. 

The TVA has its champion in the book, 
a pinkish young college professor. He is 
an avowed Socialist, who boasts that two 
American Socialists pulled the wool over 
the eyes of Congress and “put over” 
the TVA legislation as a step in a far- 
reaching plan to have the Government take 
over all business and industry. This TVA 
defender is made to appear an unscrupu- 
lous person who is interested only in ad- 
vancing the cause of social experimenta- 
tion, 

* . * 

The argument against TVA, in contrast, 
is presented by an electric company presi- 
dent, a typical self-made American, full 
of sound common sense, a defender of 
democracy and free enterprise. This fic- 
tional figure shatters one by one the claims 
which have been made in behalf of TVA 
by its management and its supporters. 

There is nothing left of TVA when he 
gets done but a great visionary plaything 
which has, or soon will have, cost the 
taxpayers a cool billion dollars. More 
shocking still—it is a part of a vast, cal- 
culated scheme to Hitlerize America! 

What a horrible thing—this TVA, which 
in the war emergency speedily carried 
out a congressional mandate to double its 
output of electric power for the production 
of aluminum for airplanes, explosives for 
bombs and shells, and finally the atomic 
bomb. 

By no stretch of imagination can this 
book be called a fair appraisal of the TVA, 
or even of those faults which it does 
have, SAM SHELTON. 


A Global School History Text 


‘The Ladder of History,’’ by Upton Close and Merie 

Burke. (Macmilian Co., New York.) 

Now that the “One World” thesis has 
been abundantly proved by logic, science 
and tragic war, there is obvious need for a 
new type of school history-teaching, based 
on broader concepts than in the books so 
long in use. Such is the objective of this 
new high school text. It departs sharply 
from the custom of teaching American his- 
tory as a separate entity, and of dividing 
the facts about other countries into indi- 
vidual] nationalistic compartments. 

The writers have succeeded to a. large 
extent in their effort. They present his- 
tory as the over-all account of man’s de- 
velopment throughout the world, from the 
first valley civilizations down to the pres 
ent technological era. They emphasize the 
need for our own age to profit by the 
mistakes of the past. Anti-imperialism is 
a constant theme. Mr. Close’s hand is evi- 
dent in the outstanding treatment of the 
stirrings among Asia's subject peoples, but 
some of his prejudices crop up in the ac- 
count of World War II and the events pre- 
ceding it. 

Students will welcome the fact that 
dates are few, and that the long, dreary 
details of reigns and wars found in older 
Siistories are here compressed to basic 
data. In fact, the lion's share of space is 
devoted to the facts of social history, in 
the development of government, ecommuni- 
cation, learning, world order and so on. By 
and large, the text will give students an 
excellent perspective on global history.

| WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)—

A decision will be made in the 
next week or so, after confer- 
ences betwten WPB Chairman J. 
A. Krug and Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles. 

Officials of the Office of Price 


‘Administration are not expected 


to voice any strenuous objections 
to the WPB proposal, although 
Oct. 15 and Nov. 1 have been 
mentioned more frequently with- 


in OPA as likely dates for ending 


rationing. 

There is no complete agree- 
ment in WPB on. the Oct. 1 date. 
The agency’s office of civilian re- 
quirements reportedly wants to 
make sure that stocks and the 
production outlook are adequate 
to permit unrestricted buying. 

Both OPA and WPB have indi- 
cated that when shoe output 
reaches the rate of 30,000,000 pairs 
a month, rationing can be ended. 


The recommendation of the WPB 
‘leather bureau is said to be based 


on strong indications that such a 
rate will be achieved next month, 
If so, it will be only about 3,000,- 
000 pairs short of the 1939 month- 
ly rate, 

In advocating an early end to 
rationing, government officials. 
who asked anonymity said that 
for all practical purposes shoe ra- 
tioning already is at an end. 

They reason this way: 
public knows that in any event 
the end is not far off. Conse- 
quently, these officials say, there 
no longer is much hesitancy about 
spending shoe coupons. 

The officials also want to s¢e 
rationing ended because they feel 
it tends to inflate shoe prices.

Of course, if Britain is to com- 


pete effectively for foreign trade 
in the postwar world she must 


undertake a very broad scale mod- 
ernization of her industrial plant 
and equipment. Improvement of 
her standard of living will depend 
very largely uper increased effi- 
ciency in her methods of produc- 
tion. With the same determina- 
tion England displayed in war she 
can in the next two or three years 
put herself in a position to resume 
exports on a scale sufficient to 
pay for her imports. 

Britain needs help to pay for 
her necessary imports until her 
exports can be restored. And Brit- 
ain, as another consequence of 
her war effort, is already heavily | 
in debt. She owes in blocked 
sterling something like $14,000,- | 
000,000. It is no wonder that Eng- 
lishmen are asking themselves if 
it would be wise to add to the 
burden by fresh borrowing, which, 
in turn, would have to be serviced | 
and eventually repaid in toil and 
sweat. 

Again it is evident that the 
British can pay off debts they al-| 
ready owe and those they may 
incur only in a world which of- 
fers them an _ opportunity to 
double their volume of foreign | 
trade. 


Only Way to Avoid War. 


This is the kind of world for 
which the representatives of 44 
nations sought to build a founda- 
last summer at Bretton 
is the only kind of 
world in which the commerce 
among nations can be friendly, 
and escape the sort of economic 
aggression which inevitably de- 
teriorates into war. It is the only 
kind of world which offers a hope 
of prosperity for all.

People clad in nondescript gar- 
ments work in the ruins, clearing 
ground for temporary homes and 
cultivating gardens. 

The only important installations 
to escape the rain of fire bombs 
were those of transportation and 
electric power. These were not 
on the lists of the American air 
forces, 

The atomic bomb and _ the 
Russians clinched the victory, but 
the B-29s had already brought 
Japan to the brink, where she 
meeded only a small shove into 
defeat. 

The reconstruction problem and 
the resumption of normal living 
are staggering in scope. Japan 
has a great reserve of man power 
in its demobilized army and it is 
expected the country will receive 
specified materials needed to re- 
build, but it will require many 
years of hard work to restore the 
eapital.

HE main precaution in cook- 
T ine summer squash is to not 

lose its flavor by boiling it in 
quantifies of water. When it. is 
braised as in the following recipe 
the flavor is retained in the squash 
and in the tablespoon of water 


and margarine that is left in the. 


pan and is poured over the squash 
when it is served. The cooked 
onions combine just right with 
the squash, whereas raw onions 
might be too strong for it. 

To keep the rings of a squash 
intact during the cooking process 
use a pancake turner to turn 
them. In this way you bring to 
the table an appetizing and tasty 
dish of rounds of squash and 
thin rings of onions. 


If you have squash in your own 
garden you can try cooking the 
squash blossoms. Dip them in 
cold water, holding them by their 
stems, then dip them in a thin 
fritter batter and fry them in 
deep fat. This is a rare treat. 
The tiny squash, just a few days 
old, make a wonderful addition 
to a lamb or beef stew. Add one 
for each person in the last 8-10 
minutes of cooking. 


Braised Squash. 


One medium onion; two table- 
spoons butter; one-fourth cup 
water; two %-lb squash; three ta- 
blespoons butter; three-fourths 
teaspéon salt; one-half cup water. 

Peel onion and slice in very 
thin rings. Saute in two table- 
spoons of butter five minutes, 
Add water and simmer five min- 
utes, In the meantime, wash and 
Slice squash in  one-fourth-inch 
rings. Add rest of butter to skil- 
let of onions, add squash rings 
and saute five minutes. Add re- 
maining water and salt and sim- 
mer six to eight minutes, until 
Squash is tender. Four servings.

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Planting for Crisp Salads 


HAT tang in the air these 
T ris mornings is just what 

the cook ordered when he said 
“Crisp lettuce and crunchy rad- 
ishes”! With just the little energy 
that is left over after your vege- 
table growing in one of the most 
challenging seasons in years, you 
can be sure of succulent rewards 
if you plant the salad “mainstays” 
now. Ten feet of row for radishes 
and the same for lettuce equal 
about half an hour’s work with 
the rake and hoe. 

Radish varieties that taste and 
do best are the quick-developing, 
round, Early Scarlet Globe, Spark- 
ler and Scarlet turnip. The lettuce 
that will give you fine opportu- 
nities for boastful comparison 
with the store offerings, is Black 
Seeded Simpson or Grand Rapids. 
For quick growing, use a fertilizer 
side-dressing figured at the rate 
of about five tablespoonsful ,of 
fertilizer dissdlved in a half gal- 
lon of water for each 10-foot row 
when the green hopefuls are about 
an inch high. 

A “rabbit fence” is the only an- 
swer I have found to keeping 
those cute but pesky devils out of 
the spring rows of peas, lettuce, 
etc. The Egyptian (Treé, Winter- 
top or Top Set) is the hardiest of 
onions. It is a perennial, a so- 
called multiplier. Started from 
the top sets or from divisions of 
the clumps of onions that develop, 
this is the answer to a big crop of 
early, green spring onions, as well 
as to setting up an effective “Keep 
Out” sign for the rabbits. Old 
timers have suggested a brew of 
onions or garlic and water to keep 
the rabbits out. A scattering of 
moth balls has often been advised. 
I won't say that the double row of 
onions around the garden is abso- 
lute anti- rabbit insurance, but by 
and large it is a “good risk.” The 
trick of making your fence per- 
manent les in leaving a few of 
the onions in the rows and then 
dividing them for planting or 
planting some of the “top sets” 
next fall. 

Broccoli and Brussels Sprouts 
go into production in a big way 
with the soil moisture and stimu- 
lating temperature of Indian sum- 
mer. If the broccoli plants have 
become extra high and bushy, you 
may want to cut the broccoli 
stalks with more than seven or 
eight inches of stem, as you har- 
vest the dinner vegetable. The side 
branches develop heads in double 
quick time when the weather is 


} 


right. Now and on past the first 
few frosts and into November, 
broccoli and brussels’ sprouts 
should come to your table at least 
once a week, 

Salsify and parsnips are at eat- 
ing size now but to my taste they 
still haven’t reached the eating 
stage. Leave them in the ground 
and plan to start eating them after 


‘the first freeze. I am not sure of 


the chemical effects, but somehow 
the starches seem to develop into 
a sweetness as cold weather sets 
in. They are more tender, too. 
Salsify or oyster plant develops 
more of that sea-food flavor, too. 
In fact, I couldn’t taste any rea- 
son for the “oyster plant” nick- 
name until a mid-winter supper a 
few seasons ago when the vege- 
table was served with the boast, 
“we just dug them this morning!”

MAN who is very much inter- 
Acses in creating new oppor- 
tunities for veterans wrote me 


of a rather interesting idea which 
he has developed. He says that 
in almost every large community, 
and at main intersections in small 
communities, a man might obtain 
the use of parking space and a 
phone booth. The type of vehicle 
which could be used for deliver- 
ing packages and messages is 
very inexpensive and can be pro- 
duce@ in moderate quantities for 
as little as $145.38, he says. In 
almost any community, he be- 
lieves, a good business can be 
worked up by consolidating the 
delivery of messages and pack- 
ages for the neighborhood stores 
and for individuals. 


I think that for small business 
and individuals one might even 
add to this service a wrapping 
service. People who live in apart- 
inents have very little space for 
keeping boxes, wrapping paper 
and twine. In New York City I 
know that a consolidated delivery 
service exists but all deliveries 


were curtailed during the war to 


save gasoline, while messenger 
service was merged or cut. People 
were willing to wait for deliveries 
and to wait in sending their let- 
ters or messages far longer than 
would be convenient in peace- 
time, 


Probably the big stores will re- 
sume more frequent deliveries, as 
gasoline is more plentiful, and 
messenger service may also be 
increased. Therefore, in the big 
cities where such consolidations 
have taken place there might not 
be an opening for new small de- 
livery services, Undoubtedly, how- 
ever, in small towns and even in 
villages this might be made a very 
great convenience and be built up 
into a varied and well-paying serv- 
ice, if the person running it was 
ingenious enough to watch for the 
needs of the community and of- 
fered new services as he discov- 
ered those needs, 

Of course, this whole {dea might 
be made more feasible if some 


big group would sponsor it, furnish 


‘the delivery vehicles and arrange 


for franchises to cover parking 
space and telephone service. But 
I think the individual would still 
have great play for personal de- 
velopment and personal ingenuity. 
It seems to me the idea is worth 
while consideration by veterans, 
particularly those who are not 
able to do very heavy work. 

I am told that one great bar 
to the employment of handicapped 
veterans, or any handicapped 
people, is a certain reluctance of 
many employers, particularly those 
who employ a small number. They 
dislike to assume the risk of en- 
gaging those whom they fear may 
be more easily injured on the 
job and become more seriously 
disabled because of their previous 
disability—- which means longer 
and heavier payments of state 
workmen's compensation, 


Whether ‘anything can be done 
by the Federal Government to 
lessen this fisk for employes and, 
therefore, make it easier for handi- 
capped veterans to get jobs, is a 
question which should be taken 
up by the Veterans’ Bureau and 
the congressional committees,

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WAGE AGREEMENT AVERTS 
STRIKE AT § PACKING PLANTS 


Agreement on a wage increase 
for about 200 employes of five lo- 
cal packing houses’ yesterday 
averted a threatened strike just 
before it wags to have been called, 
officers of the AFL Butcher 
Workmen’s Union, Local 545, said 
today, 

The agreement will range from 
four and one-half cents to eight 
cents an hour for hourly employes 
and 35 cents daily for piece rate 
workers. Increases are retroac- 
tive to July 1. Henry Friese, union 
president, told members at a spec- 
jal meeting last night at Jeffla 
Hall, Lafayette and Jefferson ave- 
nues, that the packers agreed also 
to launder employes’ work clothes.

Spinach and Onion Casserole 


Two pounds spinach, one pound 
small white onions, one-half cup 
milk, two tablespoons flour, three 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
salt and pepper, Parmesan cheese. 

Wash spinach and put in a ket- 
tle to cook with only the water 
that clings to the leayes.

Majority of U. S. Soldiers in Germany Minding Own Business, Says Writer

BERLIN, Germany—The Amer- 
ican soldier in Berlin is shocked, 
surprised and disgusted to learn 
that American \ as 
when they hear the word ‘‘frater- 
nization,” and when the G.I.s read 
that U. S. newspapers had carried 
pictures showing them fraterniz- 
ing with German girls, they felt it 
was unjustified publicity. 

I have talked to these boys by 
the score, and I have observed 
them from one end of Germany to 
the other, and the majority are 
not spending their time with the 
German girls. They are bored to 
death with this country and the 
rest of Europe. They can’t wait 
for the day to come when they re- 
turn to Sadie Zilch in Podunk or 
Gloria Astor in Manhattan. Their 
first question is, “Can’t you find 
out when we are going home?” 

A few boys, It is true, are spend- 
ing all their spare time with Ger- 
man girls, but they spent their 
spare time with girls in England, 
France, Belgium and any other 
country they have been in.
